The bill is the one that 
passed the house, and many senators in 
voting for it will be accepting propositions 
that are directly at variance with the pro- 
visions contained in the bill passed by the 
senate. 

» Bareed to Change Votes, . 

In other words, many sénators wil) be 
recorded as having voted earls in-the.sas. 
sion for certain propositions and later in 
the session as against practically the same 
propositions, The insurgents, in forcing 
votes on several amendments today, showed 
that it was their intention to emphasize 
this: fact. 

“This house bill, which fs sought now to 
be substituted for the senate bill,” said 
Senator Cummins, “ reverses every ‘policy 
adopted by the senate after weeks and 
months of debate, except one, the institution 
of those depositories. In other important 
respects, the house bill is radically different 
from the senate bill. Some influence not per- 
céivable in debate has brought about @ 
change in the attitude of senators with re- 
spect to the pending bill.”

Thinks Senate Bill Peril.

Other Protests of President. 

The president aleo told members of the 
senate that he could not stand for the propo- 
sition to prohibit the investments of ti@ 
funds in United States bonds except in time 
of war oF in other crises when the govern- 
ment credit is threatened. The president also 
objects to the provision of the senate bil} al- 
lowing indemnity companies te give security

St. Paul, Minn.; June 21.[Special.}—The

efforts to get favorable action on a resolu- 
tion indorsing the other “ Roosevelt poll- 
cies”’ and a resolution denouncing the Aldrich 
‘tariff bill as a “ repudiation of the pledges 
of the Republican d, csto to the American 

ople,”’ were snowed under. | 
The convention unanimously favored state 
and national regulation over all transporta- 
tion companies and indorsed the tariff com- 
mission plan. A county option plank failed 
of adoption. 


Eberhart Is Renominated. 

The convention nominated a full state tick- 
et, headed by Gov. A.. O. Eberhart, and 
unanimously renominated United States Sen- 
ator Moses. P. “Clapp. ’ 

The entire Minnesota delegation in con- 
gress was indorsed “ for efforts in endeavor- 
ing to secure legislation in the interests of 
the people.” 

Mayor Keller of St. Paul was temporary 
chairman of the convention and outlined 
the -campaign issues in Minnesota in his 


speech. 

“National issues are not of paramount 
importance in the deliberations of this body," 
he said. ‘“‘ We might refer to the accom- 
plishments of the Republican party since 
its. beginning; in congress and in the national 
administration. 


Conservation Issue Vital. 


* Among the great practical issues which 
nt the Republican party within the 
state of Minnesota today and with which 
the officers nominated by this convention 
have primarily to deal is the development 
and conservation of the natural resources 
of the state. Conservation is by no means 
@ new and novel proposition, as popularly 
supposed. It is an effort to return to those 
original principles with respect to the dis- 
position of the public domain, which con- 
templated the use, occupancy, and acquire- 
ment of that domain by the individual citi- 
zen as opposed to its exploitation by vast 
ageregations of corporate wealth.” 

The only fight over the nominations de- 
veloped in filling the place held by Supreme 
Court Justice C. L. Lewis of Duluth, who 
wae a candidate for reé@iection.

prices on ‘the grain markets worked, as was 
the case on Monday, to restrict trading on 
the stock exchange today and to hold prices 
of securities in check. 

In the Minneapolis grain market Septem- 
ber wheat sold up 4%c a bushel shortly after 
the opening and an equally sensationa] rise 
was. reported from Winnipeg. In Chicago, 
on the board of trade, and on the produce ex- 
change in this city thé September option rose 
8c. Slightly smaller advanoes were scored 
by other months and there was sympathetic 
strength in corn and oats. 

With the single exception of the govern- 
ment’s weekly weather report all news of the 
day from the spring wheat fields was unset- 
tling. In the southern districts of North Da- 
kota and the northern districts of South Da- 
kota the absence of adequate rainfall has 
been unusually: prolonged and injury to 
wheat is unquestioned. Elsewhere in the 
three great spring wheat producing states 
‘conditions are not so bad, but are, neverthe- 
less, unsatisfactory at the bottom and re- 


face lines, which resulted in predictions that 
no such achievement will be recorded in this 
century. 

‘At the present rate I do not think the city 
can ever sécure ownership of the traction 
companies,"’ said City Controller Wilson.
